S a n F ra n c isc o , February 20tb. — The 
steamer Zsalaodia arrived to-day from Syd­ 
ney, via Honolulu, etc. 
The coronation of King Kalakaua took 
place at Honolulu February 12,h, about 7,000 
parsons witnessing the ceremony. The pa­ 
geant passed off without interruption or dis­ 
turbance. The event fully establishes the 
general popularity of the King iu the islands. 
The storieB that had gone abroad about prob­ 
able disturbances were newspaper hoaxes, 
gotten up here. 
The commanders of the 
American, English and French war ve.sels in 
port co-operated cordially with the Hawaiian 
authorities in doirg honor to the occasion. 
Seizu re o f S m u ggled O p iu m . 
S a n 
F ra n c isc o , 
February 
20th.—The 
Surveyor of the Port, John M. Morton, this 
evening seized on the steamer City of Tokio 
a lot of opium, valued at §15,000. 
It was 
concealed in the water tank, the only access 
to which is by means of the shaft well. 
It is 
considered impossible that the opium could 
have been concealed there without the con­ 
nivance of some cf the officers of the ship. It 
is expected that further seizures will be made. 
T he R em ain s o f D r. G len n —C om plaint 
D ism issed . 
W illo w s , February 20th.—The body of 
the late Dr. H. J. Glenn was to-day taken to 
Oakland for interment. 
The procession, 
which was formed at Jacinto, was a mile 
long. 
As the procession entered the town of 
Willows the church bells were tolled and all 
the places of bnáness closed. 
It is said that 
fully 1,000 people viewed the calm and nat­ 
ural faca of the deceased while lying in the 
sitting-room of the depot building here await­ 
ing the arrival of the train from the north. 
The flags over all public buildings were at 
half-mast, out of respect fcr the memory of 
the deceased. The death of Dr. Glenn is re­ 
garded as a public calamity. 
A complaint having been filed against R. 
M. Cochran for shooting Miller, the murderer 
of Dr. Glenn, while attempting to effect his 
arrest, this atternocn Justice McNorton lis­ 
tened to the testimony, dismissing the com­ 
plaint and discharging Cochran. 
S erio u sly l i t —B u rglar S en tenced . 
S a n Jo s e , February 20th.—Martin Mur­ 
phy, father of Senator B. D. Murphy and 
Hon. P. W. Murphy, is seriously ill. 
He 
was dangerously ill some time ago, but recov­ 
ered. 
His old age and a complication of dis­ 
eases render his case extremely critical. Sen­ 
ator Murphy came down from Sacramento on 
a special train this morning. 
Charles Giverman, convicted of the burg­ 
lary of Cap’s jewelry store, was sentenced by 
Judge Belden to-day to twelve years in the 
State Prison, He has served two terms be­ 
fore. 
C onvicted o f B ein g a T ram p. 
M e rc e d , February 20th.—A tramp was 
tried in the Justice’s Court here to-day by a 
jury, convic!ed, and sentenced to 120 days’ 
labor in the chaingang. 
Im p rovem en t o f P eta tn m a C reek. 
P k ta lc m a , February 20th.—Under the two 
appropriations, amounting to §22,000, made 
by Congress at the last two sessions, the woik 
of straightening Petaluma creek was resumed 
to-day, 
WillismGwynr, of Sacramento, has 
the contract for the work, and has had 
brought here for tho pnrpose a now dredger, 
built with a view to an improvement npon all 
others. This is its first trial, and will decide 
its success. 
Affray In T nlare C ounty. 
K ingsbceq, February 20th.—This morning 
J. R. Allison, Deputy Constable, in arresting 
Gideon Harrow at Welch’s Hotel, was re­ 
sisted by Harrow and his friends. Allison 
was shot in the month, and Worth Brown, 
one of the parties resisting, was shot through 
the body by the officer. Allison will recover, 
but Brown is mortally wounded. Harrow is 
in custody. 
Tiio C n m m ln gs M urder Case. 
N e v a d a , February 20tb.—In tho Dorsey 
trial to-day, E. J. Lebertor, of San Francis­ 
co, testified that he was at Moore’s Flat two 
days prior to the murder, and saw Cummings 
pour the gold bars that wera afterwards 
Btolen. 
He described the size of the two bars, 
and said they were worth §3,000 or §4,000 
each. M att Daley, the stage driver, testified 
as to the manner the stage was stopped, 
and the robbery and murder committed. The 
man who held the gun and did the killing was 
about the same size as defendant. The evi 
dence cf all the passengers was, with one or 
two slight exceptions, substantially the same, 
Wm. W itter testified that he saw Dorsey and 
Patterson on the 1st of September, after the 
murder had been committed. 
They were 
crossing the Selby Flat road, covering up their 
tracks ss they went. M. F. Folck corrobo­ 
rated W itter’s evidence. John G. Campbell, 
of Picscott, Arizona, swore that he saw 
Dorsey in Prescott on the 15th of November, 
1879, and traveled with him on a buckboard 
to I.V3 Vegas. They were joined by Patter­ 
son 150 miles from Prescott. 
At L is Vegas 
they took the cars to St. Louis. Patterson 
exhibited gold nnggets at different times. 
Dorsey told Campbell that he had about 
§8,000. A valise containing a very heavy 
package was left in Campbell’s charge one 
night, while Dorsey was under the irtiuence 
of liquor. He swore positively that defendant 
¡3 one of the men. 


ARIZONA. 


D ouble fitagc B ob b ery—Capture o f the 
R oad A gen ts. 
C lif to n , February 20ch.—Late Saturday 
night S. W . Pomeroy, stage proprietor be­ 
tween Clifton and Lordsburg, received a tele­ 
gram informing him that the robbers who 
raided both the coaches near Richmond 
about ten days ego were seen in that vicinity, 
making for the Gila river. 
Daring the fol­ 
lowing day he was kept fully informed in re­ 
gard to their movements. On Monday, at 6 
p. M , Mr. Pomeroy had Deputy Sheriff Hill, 
of Graham county, go out with the coach 
from here, as he expected they would make 
another raid. His fears were well founded, 
as the coach wsj ordered to stop ; but Sheriff 
Hill replied with a shotgun salute, which was 
returned by the robbers, three in number. 
After a short fight the robbers ran away and 
came in the direction of C if ton. Thie morn­ 
ing Mr. Pomeroy start* d a posee for the 
Gila to locate the trail. They tracked all clay, 
bnt were unsuccessful in sighting them, and 
returned to Cliften about dark. About 1:30 
P. M. information reached here that the men 
were seen in the mountains near the Caren­ 
ada mine, abont eleven miles from here, and 
another party started on their trail. At 
about 8:30 P. M. the party which went toward 
the Carenada mine returned with the stolen 
horses, but were not able to dislodge them, 
as they bad intrenched themselves befiind 
rocks. 
A fresh party will start early in the 
morning to try and capture the meo. 
They 
evidently are making for Globe. Nine hun­ 
dred dollars reward is offered by the Sheriff 
for their capture.

Business men of 
Sacramento refrain from any appearance of 
that kind purposely. 
They wish to avoid 
all po3iiblo ground fcr censure. 
They 
have no measures to advance that do not 
concern the whole State. 
If they have a 
word to offer by way of suggestion for or 
against a measure, they offer it directly 
and openly—as is the citizen’s right—to 
the legislator, in what they deem the in­ 
terests of the State. 
There is no Sacra­ 
mento lobby, no secret caucusing, no lobby 
fund for any purpose whatever. The truth 
is Sacramento has been greatly misjudged. 
Whenever a city is a State Capital it ia im­ 
possible to delocalize it. 
Wherever loca­ 
ted the conditions would be the same. 
Sacramento is ia the heat of legislative 
contests biennially, and expects blows, just 
a3 do Columbus, Springfield, Lansing and 
other capitals. 
But she does not deserve 
them. 
She has never asked for or received 
a dollar of State aid—unless a share 
of the contributions to charitable socie­ 
ties 
in 
paBt 
years, 
and 
to 
orphan 
asylums throughout the State are to be 
charged to her ; or unless the trivial sbare 
of the State for maintenance of walks and 
half the streets about the State grounds 
are to be considered. 
She has given the 
State full consideration for every dollar 
expended here. 
She has given the State 
valuable lands, free use of buildings for 
years, and maintained them at her own 
cost for nearly a quarter cf a century, 
and has paid out 
her 
funds 
volun­ 
tarily ia heavy sams in aid of State insti­ 
tutions. Whatever local banefit she receives 
from the maintenance of State institutions 
here would accrue to any other locality 
under like conditions, and are far less than 
flow to San Francisco, San Joaqain, Ala­ 
meda, Marin and Napa from State institu­ 
tions in those counties. 
Sacramento is 
jealous cf no sister city. 
Her people are 
gratified at the success of any section, and 
desire the best interests of all the State to 
be advanced. 
She is the second city in 
commercial importance on the coast, her 
purely commercial transactions last year 
aggregating nearly §41,000,000, exclusive of 
all banking operations, or a gain of over 
§5,000,000 over 1SS1. 
Her census gain re­ 
ported in 18S0 was nearly 8,000. 
Since 
1872 she has added 2,000 homes to the city. 
She gives employment to 3.000 mechanics. 
She is on the highway of prosperity, with­ 
out suffering the ills of inflation and spec­ 
ulation. 
In the light of these facts it be­ 
hooves gentlemen who have been ready to 
deal her blows to reflect whether they are 
justified in any degree. 
They will find, 
on the contrary, that the State is under 
deeper obligations to this city than the city 
is to i t ; that California is not shamed by her 
capital city, the people who d;< ell therein, 
or the solitary institution she commits to 
their care. 
Let men, in these last days of 
tho Legislature, get out of the fogs and 
mists of misrepresentation and party strife, 
lay aside their prejudices, and recognize 
their fellow citizens of Sacramento aa men 
having as deep an interest in tho State’s 
welfare as any can have, and come to a re­ 
alization of the fact that they are neither 
“ grabbers,” pensioners nor beggars.

TEE INJUSTICE SHOWN. 


The injustice shown by the Assembly in 
its arrangement of the apportionment bill 
is not to be denied. 
It is fair to say that 
the bill, as reported by the committee, did 
not' diminish Sasramento’s representation, 
and Democrats were not wanting on the 
flour of tho House to protest earnestly 
against the act of the Assembly in dis­ 
rupting the report, and the Chairman of 
the committee led in this protest. 
Let 
citizens examine the figures. 
They speak 
for themselves. 
It must be borne in mind 
that there can be but forty Senators ; that 
the basis is a total population of 739,01", 
excluding Japanese and Chioeee. 
That 
gives 19,740 as the number of people eu- 
titled to be represented by one Senator. 
The Constitution requires that the Stat3 
shall be divided into forty districts, “ as 
nearly equal as may be,” and composed of 
contiguous territory.

N ew Y ork , February 20 F .—A fire under 
the stairs cn the second floor of the echool- 
house atta h:d to the German Roman Cath­ 
olic Church cf the M ost H oly ILdeem er, on 
Fourth street, between avenuo A and First 
avtnue, at a quarter past 3 this afternoon, 
was tbe cause of a terrible calam ity. 
N o less 
than fourteen children lost their lives. 
Over 
700 scholars—m ostly children cf the poorer 
classes, ranging from six to eleven years oí 
age—attended the Echool, and were in their 
class-room., when the alaim of fire was raised, 
and 
A FEARFUL PANIC 
Soon followed. 
The removal of the children 
on the fourth floor began quietly enough, and 
was progressing rapidly, when the Sinter of 
Charity in charge of the class of girls faint­ 
ed. 
Im m ediately the alarmed class became 
panic-atricken, and a rush was made for the 
hallway. 
On the stairs, already crowded, a 
deadly crush took place. 
The railing of the 
stairs broke, and the mass of struggling chil­ 
dren was precipitated to the floor below, fall­ 
ing in a packed mass one upon another from 
four to five deep. 
The police and firemen, 
who were already summoned, arrived, but 
their work of rescue was hampered by the 
frightened children continuing to fail or leap 
from the stairway, those in front being 
crowded over tbe broken balustrado by the 
children behind, still struggling to teach the 
exit. 
Six children w eie taken ont dead from 
the bottom, and eight more died im m ediately 
after their rescue, m aking a total of fourteen. 
A large number cf others who were carried 
to neighboring tenements are reported dying. 
T h e excitem ent when the news spread was 
fearful, and great throngs of people blocked 
tho streets surrounding the echool. 
M any 
children were lost in the excitem ent, and are 
reported missing.

STATEMENT OF TEACHEBS. 
Sister Apromia, who had charge cf the 
fifth class of girls, sa id : “ I was in charge of 
my class when tbe fire first broke out in the 
hall adjoining m y room. 
I heard a commo­ 
tion outside, and a great confesión and hub­ 
bub of voices. 
A t ones I turned toward the 
room door, and then for the first time discov­ 
ered smoke coming through the wainscoting, 
I in m ediafeiy went to the door, and as I 
ope. ed it to learn the can e of the excite­ 
ment, the flim cs rushed at me. 
I at once 
closed tho door and was about to warn the 
children to keep calm, when rome men came 
burstirg into the room. 
Ia a m oment the 
children ran cut at the bidding of the men, 
and I f llowed, seeing all escaping. 
Many 
of them, however, went to the stairs at the 
west side of the building, and were injured 
by fallir g over tbe 6tairs, where the boys had 
broken down the balustrade before them. 
There were about 100 girls in m y class.” 
The Sister in charge of the first division of 
t h e girL’ departm enton the fourth floor, said: 
" I was not aware what was going on until I 
looked cut and saw the b .ys on try floor run­ 
ning over to the west-side stairs and going 
w ildly down. 
I heard the balustrade give 
way, and then was about to turn and look to 
m y charges, when they all arose, and, as if 
seized with tho same fright, dashed past ire 
aod ran recklessly down the stairs and hall- 
~ a v . 
I saw non e --Í iry girls injured, and 
they disappeared so quickly from my sight 
that I hopod they had all escaped in safety.” 
The Sister appeared colm and composed, 
and teem ed to retain her self-pcRsession dur­ 
ing the trying m oments cf her h. rrowing ex­ 
perience, 
a n o th e r 
account. 
Tho fire from which ihe smoko spread 
through the building, bringing such terribro 
results to the innocent pupils, was of a most 
trivial character. 
I t started among a mass 
of sweepings in a closet beneath the stairs 
leading from the second to the third floor, on 
the east ride of the L u llin g . 
It had been 
smoldering for some tim e, and had eaten its 
way through to the conter of the partition 
wall dividing the hall from the class-room in 
front, and crept up toward ihe third floor be­ 
fore it v c a discovered. 
A t this moment a 
visitor called at the school to see one of the 
pupils in th efif h class, which is cn the sec­ 
ond fl for, and the door of which opens almost 
oppcsite and within five feet of the cloeet in 
which the sweepings were burring. 
The vis­ 
itor knocked at the door, which was opened 
by one of the Sisters of N otre Dam e, by 
whom the school is conducted. 
Scarcely had 
the door tw ang back on its hinge3 when the 
flames buret out from under ifco stairs. 
The 
Sister hastily shut the door, but not until 
some of the children in her care had caught 
sight of the fire. 
A ll efforts to calm them 
were in vain, and they rushed madly from the 
class-room. 
Smoke cow lolled out of the 
closet in great volume?, and in ¿v few seconds 
spread to all parts cf the building, and a 
scene of the uimo3t confusion ensued. 


THE SCHOOL BUILDING 
Is five stories high, and has nice class-rooms, 
seven for gir’i3 and two for boys. 
The rear 
of the school abuts against the rear of the 
Church of the H oly Redeemer, which frontB 
on Third street. 
There are two stairways, 
one at the east aud the other at tbe west end 
cf the building. 
Thes3 stairways we ro about 
three and a half feet wide, and opened al­ 
most at the doors of the class-rooms ; but 
frcm the play-room in the center of the 
building were approached by a narrow, dark 
passageway. 
W hen the girls of the secend 
floor school rushed fr m their class-rooms, 
they had hardly reached the head of the 
stairs when the boys and girls from the upper 
floors reached them. 
AU frantically fought 
to get down the stairs, and the first were 
thrown headlong to the bottom. 
Then, es 
the crush came from the hundreds of chil­ 
dren trying to get down from the upper floirs 
on the east side of the building, tne balus­ 
trade gave way, and fully fifty children were 
thrown to the fl ¡or beneath. 
On them oth­ 
ers tel1, until they were piled five feet high on 
top of each other. 


OTHER STATEMENTS. 
Officer Lambert, of the Society for the 
Prevention of C r u e lly to Children, happened 
to be on E is t Fourth street, nearly oppcsite 
the school, when the alarm was given. 
H e 
sa y s: I rushed to the building, and a terrible 
eight m et m y eyes. 
Paeked into the narrow 
hallway on the first floor were from fifty to 
seventy-five little girls. 
The poor things 
were screaming and struggling with all their 
m ight. 
B y this tim e the police and citizens 
had arrived, and we began pulling the poor 
children oat of the hallway. 
The cries of 
some of the children at the bottom of the 
pile grew fainter and fainter, and then ceased 
altogether. 
D r. Robinson said : The fire broke out 
under the stairs on the second floor, and was 
easily extinguished. 
I exam ined the place, 
and it seems to m e that some matches m ost 
have been sw ept with the papers under the 
stairs and had been ignited by friction with 
the floor. 
Policeman Reid sa id : On the floor behind 
the Btaircase lay a mass of struggling, scream­ 
ing children. 
They were piled o s tbe top 
of each other. 
A s quickly as possible we 
lifted them out and passed them by hand 


through a window. 
Thosa on top were still 
alive. 
W hen we reached the bottom we 
came upon the dead. 
It was an awful sight, 
to see them Ijing there with their blanched 
faces, m outh and ty es wide open, and their 
dresses all in disorder. 
One little girl, M in­ 
nie Truth, was still alive. 
She died, how- 
evar, cn the w ay to the station-hcuie. 
It 
was the most awful scene I ever happened to 
see. 
The derd were taken to the police station 
cn F ifth street and First avenue, where they 
were laid on the fl>or in a back room. They 
were all quickly identified by Borrow-stricken 
m others and little brothers and sisters, and 
their removal to the afflicted home of the 
fam ily was prom ptly assisted by the authori­ 
ties. 
The scane in the class-rooms and in the 
halls after the panic was alm ost incredible. 
Torn and broken school apparatus and frag­ 
m ents of torn clothes were scattered upon 
the flx rs, terrible evidence of the wild strug­ 
gle of the children to escape from the build­ 
ing.

girls under 12 years of age and 200 boys at­ 
tend the school, and they were all in their 
classes when the panic occurred.

WOODLAND 
SE5SATI0N. 


Yesterday morning an item appeared in 
the R e c o rd U n io n stating that the day be­ 
fore the Governor had offered a reward of 
$500 for the arrest and crnviction of the mur­ 
derer or murderers of John E. Maltbv, which 
took place in Yolo county about the 27th of 
la.it March. The reward was offered at the 
suggestion of District Attorney Craig, of Yolo 
county. Later ia the day Deputy Sheriff J. 
D. Lawson, of Yolo, and officers Arlington 
and Jackson, of this city, made the arrcot 
through which it is expected to obtain the 
reward, the person arrested being Frank M. 
Rahm, a highly respected citizen of Yolo 
county, -.nd late Sheriff, his term having ex­ 
pired on January 8 :h. Theex-Sheriff s cousid, 
George lithm. was also arrested. 
John E. Maltby was at the time of his dis­ 
appearance Under Sheriff of Yolo county. 
He was last seen alive on March 27:h of last 
year. He was a man cf peculiar disposition, 
and was addicted to strong drink, and was 
frequently missing for several days at a time, 
and but little was thought of him until six 
davs afterward, when a young man named 
Will. Moore, who was out hunting, found 
his dead body about two miles Dorth- 
east 
of 
Woodland. 
By 
the 
side 
of the corpse was found a bottle labeled 
"poison.'’ This and some other slight evi­ 
dence caused the Coroner’s jury to render a 
verdict of suicide. The stomach was sent to 
San Francisco for analysis, and afler the ver­ 
dict of the Coroner’s jury had been rendered 
it was found to contain no poisOD. This 
strengthened the suspicion already held by 
many that there had been foul play. A still 
hunt was kept up by friends of the dead 
mac, assisted by detectives, but it was not 
until the new District Attorney, Mr, Craig, 
assumed 
his office 
and 
Sheriff Rahm 
had 
retired, that matters were pushed. 
The services of detectives Arlington and 
Jackson were secured, and with the counsel 
of attorney Charles T. Jones and Chief 
Karcher, the matter was worked up and the 
arrests mado. It has been an open secret for 
some time that the ex-Sheriff was suspected, 
but the i fficers requested that the attention 
of the public should not be called to the mat­ 
ter until the arrest was made. So pnbiic bod 
it become, however, that the man when ar­ 
ce ted stated he was not surprised, as he 
knew it was to be done. 
Monday afternoon Deputy Sheriff Lawson 
and detective Arlington drove from Wood­ 
land to the ranch of the ex-Sheriff’s father. 
M. A. Rahm, about fifteen miles north of 
Woodland, and arrested George Rahm, reach­ 
ing Woodland on the return some time after 
dark. The Deputy Sheriff and officer Jack­ 
son thou went to the ranch of the ex-Sheriff, 
about one mile from town, and found the man 
ia the b son of his family. He was returned 
to the town, and taken in through the back 
dorr of the jail unknown to the resident? of 
the place. George Rahm was taken to the 
office of the District Attorney and questioned 
at some length, and it was finally decided to 
bring him to this city, which was done, and 
the prisoner now lies in the city prison, So 
quietly was the whole thing done that news­ 
papers published in Woodland yesterday 
morning contained no account of the arrest. 
The officers, with their prisoner, did not ar­ 
rive in this city yesterday morning until 
after the R e c o rd U nion had gone to press. 
The officers ciaim the evidence agaioat the 
ex-Sheriff is of the strangest kind, being 
mostly circumstantial, excepting that of one 
witness, a young married man named Renz 
Stodenberg, a laborer in Woodland, who, it 
is stated, will swear to having seen the fatal 
blow struck by ex-Sheriff Rahm in the Court­ 
house yard. George Rshm was at that time 
in the employ of the Sheriff at his house, 
and cccibionally took charge of the chain- 
gang when the others were engaged. 
He was 
arrested as accessory to the deed. The jailer 
st that time was Augustus Appleby, and he 
was to be a¡ rested yesterday. 
There are two theories as to the reasons 
for the alleged murder. It is known that the 
ex-Sheriff a short time before the disappear­ 
ance of Maltby took the man into his room 
and told him in severe language that he must 
stop drinkiqg. 
This the man promised but 
did not fulfil), and it is thought possible that 
when the man next appeared intoxicated 
there may have been a difficulty, and Multby 
bad been etruck on the head and accidentally 
killed, 
and 
after 
realizing what 
had 
been done the body was taken away and con­ 
cealed where found. The other theory is 
that the murder was committed for financial 
gain, and it is claimed by Maltby’o friends 
that the deceased had more money than could 
be found. 
George Rahm was found by a R eco rd - 
U n io n representative at the city prison last 
night. 
He expre3-,ed the opinion very 
strongly that the matter would be all ex­ 
plained at the examination, and had no 
fear that anything serious would result from 
it. He expressed surprise when told that his 
former employer had been arrested. 
He Haid 
fcei -.4 frequently heard the ex-Sheriff speak 
cf Maltby s death, being much affected by 
*^c -aH. gtv{1 +2 w hich the risdn 
The prisoners both come from a highly- 
respected family. There are persons in this 
city who kn-w the father of the ex-Sheriff 
when he resided near Mercereburg, Franklin 
county, Pennsylvania, and previous to the 
birth of the prisoner. The family arrived in 
Calif .rnia in li-52, and are highly enoken < f 
by all who know them. The ex-Sheriff has t’wo 
brothers. One of them, Ed. Rahm, was for 
many yeare Sheriff cf White Pine county, 
Nevada, and is now engaged in merchan­ 
dising in Cherry Creek, in that State, The 
other br .ti.:r is engaged in business is Mon­ 
tana. Toe deceased was a member of Sacra­ 
mento Cotnmandery, Haights Templar, and 
was well known in this city. The ex-Sheriff 
also stands high ia the Masonic O.der. 
District Attorney Craig has ¿worn to the 
complaint, and the examination of the pris­ 
oner will take pli-ce before Ju-:tico Cronan in 
Woodland on Friday next at 1 o’clock.

Both houses of the Legislature held IoDg sessions 
yesterday, and transacted considerable bu&h esa. 
The Senate met at 10 a. m., Lieuteuant-Governc 
Daggett in the chair. 
S aucer of Stanislaus was granted one day’s leave 
of absence. 
Johmoi), from the Committee on Education, re 
ported back adversely Reynold’s bill to abolish 
Teachers’ Inrtitutes. 
Filcher, from the Committee on Public Printing, 
transmitted the report of the State Superintendent 
of Printing on the co&t of printing a State series of 
sch x>l books. One thousand copies of the report 
were ordered printed. 
Kelly of Solano reported back adverse y McCIas- 
ke\’s bill which declares null and void all swaiup 
land locations made before 1874, and not certified to 
by the Surveyor General. 
Cross, from the Committee on Judiciary, reported 
back a large number of bills. 
Baldwin, from the Committee on Federal Rela­ 
tions, reported back favorably S. C. R. 8, relative to 
the appointment of Captain John Muden as the 
agent of California m the District of Columbia. 
Kellogg, from the Committee on Elections, pre­ 
sented a report, signed by Kellogg, Reddy and Eug- 
lish, in favor of seating J. W. brooks, in the seat 
now occupied by George Steele, as Senator from 
Santa Barbara, San Luis Obispo and Ventura. He 
also presented resolutions, which were adopted, 
making the consideration of the subject the special 
order for to-day at 11 o’clock, aud limiting the time 
of the speakers to half an hour. 
McClure, from the Commi tee on Ejections, pre­ 
sented a report signed by Vroomau and himself, in 
favor of Steele retaining his seat. 
Spencer of Napa and Sullivan subsequently re­ 
porte i in favor of Steele retaining his seat. 
Langford introduced a bill to provide for the erec- 
tiou of residences foi physicians at the State insane 
asylums. 
Kellogg’s bill to protect the sidewalks iu unincor­ 
porated towns and villages, and Vrooman’s bill to 
provide for the classification cf municipal cor- 
I*>rations, were read a firtt timo. 
McClure’s city and town government bill was 
denied a first reading. 
The apportionment bills, the road law, Yrooman’s 
Street and improvement bill, and McClure’s amend­ 
ment to the Constitution, to provide for the submis­ 
sion of proposed amendments to the Constitution 
to the people, were passed on file. 
Considerable discussion was had ever Del Valle’s 
resolution changing tho rule so that the third read­ 
ing file shall precede the second and first-reading 
files. The amendment failed because it did not re­ 
ceive a two third vote. Notice of a motion to re­ 
consider was given. 
The Senate then took up the general file and 
proceeded with the first reading of bills. 
A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his appointment of William Irwin as 
Harbor Commissioner, vice George S. Evans. 
On motion of Cioss, the considei ation of the 
message was made the Bpecial order for tc-day at 2 
o’clock p. M. 
The Senate then took up, read the third timo and 
passed A. B. —, relating to road3 and highways. 
Ta\ lor introduced a bill vacating the offices of 
Port Wardens, Harbor Commissioners aud Board of 
Health of San Francisco. 
Ryan introduced a bill appropriating 81,000 to 
payt he deficiency for repairs of furniture, etc., iu 
the State Capitol. 
When the bill to regulate insurance companies 
(known as the valued policy bill) came up fur first 
reading, quite an animated difceusaion took place. 
Spencer of N¿pa, Cross, Routirr and Kelly of 3c- 
lano spoke in favor of the bill, and Vroomaa, Mad­ 
dox aud Chandler against it. 
Vroomau insisted strenuously that it was vicious 
legislation, and would simply lead to an increased 
number of incendiary fires. 
After recess the Senate took up the special order, 
which was the consideration of the majority and 
minority opinions of the Committee on Judiciary, con­ 
cerning the Regents of the State University. The ar­ 
guments on the subject have already been published. 
The majority reported that in their opinion the ap­ 
pointments of Regents should not be submitted to 
the Senate, and if submitted the Senate should 
take no action. The minority took exactly the op­ 
posite views. The majority report was signed by 
Senators Kellogg, Kelly of Solano, Reddy, McClure, 
Wh.tney, Vroomau, Johnson, Perry and Baldwin. 
The minority report was signed by Senators Spen­ 
cer of Napa, Cross, Del Valle, Sullivan and Taylor. 
Governor Stmeman occupied a seaton the floor 
of the Senate during the argument of the question. 
On motion of English a call of the Senate wras or­ 
dered, and the Sergeant-at-Arms instructed to bring 
in the absent Senators. 
Ryan, Cronan and Wallis were brought iu, and 
upou making a good showing were excused. 
Further proceedings under the call were then 
dispensed with. 
Spencer of Napa moved to postpone the consider­ 
ation of the subject until 7:30 p. m. The motion 
was lost. 
Kellogg moved the adoption of the report of the 
majority of the committee. 
Cross moved to amend by striking out the word 
“ majority” and inserting the word “ minority.’ 
He then proceeded to argue at length in favor of 
the adoption of the minority report. He said that 
he intended to stand up for the prerogative of the 
Senate. L was simply a question as to whether 
these appointments should rest alone with the Gov­ 
ernor, or whether the Senate should be consulted in 
regard to such appointments. 
Kellogg spoke in favor of the adoption of the re­ 
port ot the majority. This appointment was not an 
original app< intment, but an appointment to fill a 
vacancy. 
He held that the Governor bad a right to 
appoint to fill a vacancy without having it con­ 
firmed by the Senate, reading from the organic Act 
in support of his position. His speech was a pointed 
andfpowerful one. 
Johnson favored the majority report, arguing 
that under the Constitution the Lcgid.v ure could 
not interfere with the government of the University. 
The Revents of the University, under the Constitu­ 
tion a »d under the organic Act, were not officers, 
but private Trustees. 
Sullivan spoke in favor of the minority report, 
holding that the position of Regent was aa office. 
He asserted I hat the Hon. Joseph Wina. s, who was 
Chairman '-f the Committee on Education in the 
Constitutional coiivtntion, had faint » ttj»t.grani *o 
a number of the Judieary Committee, saying that 
if the action proposed by the majority of the com­ 
mittee was taken, it would lead to usurpation. 
V rooman sa d they were here to decide upon the 
question as a legal proposition, and not as a politi­ 
cal one. He did not propose to be influenced in his 
vote upon this question by the opinion of any per­ 
son outside of the Sea&to, no matter what position 
he had held. He did not propose to announce any 
names, but he had in bis desk a very exhaustive 
brief, which was written by one of the ablest men 
of the State, holding that the Senate hid no juris­ 
diction in this matter. He hoped Sc íators would 
ni.t ■ e influenced in their votes by the fear that we 
might at some time have a Butler for Governor. 
We have a G vcrn r who would appoint gentlemen 
worthy cf holding the position. 
Tay.or took the same view of the law as Cross. 
He bri eved that the Senate was a par: of the ap 
pointing power. He was opposed to the centraliza­ 
tion of power, and in favor of holding it iu the 
hands of the people as represented by the Senate in 
this instance. He argued at great length that the 
position was an office. It w«i well enough to admit 
that there w s no politics in this question, but if 
such was the case it was singular that all the Re­ 
publican members of the committee had signed tlie 
majority report, while the minority report was 
signed only by Democrats. 
Re idy held that there was no ambiguity about 
the law, and there ought to be no difficulty iu the 
decision. The law was as plain as the English lan­ 
guage could make it, and under it the position of 
Regent could not be claimed to be an office. He 
was giad to know that the Senate bad a guaroi tn in 
San Francisco, who telegraphed whenever he found 
the Senate was going wrong. 
No doubt Mr. Wiuans 
was u good lawyer, but iu this case he couldn’t follow 
his advice. The minority could not explain away 
this provision of the organic A ct: "N o member of 
the Board of Regents of the State University shall 
be deemed a public officer by virtue of such mem­ 
bership, or required to take any oath of office, but 
his employment shall be held and deemed to be ex­ 
clusively a private trust.” 
'lhem oti n to substitute the word "m inority” 
for " majority ” was c.rried by a vote of 17 ayes to 
1G noes. 
Kellogg asked that the question be put upon his 
motion hs amended, but tho President refused to en­ 
tertain it, on the ground that the adoption of the 
motion of Cross settled the question. A motion 
was made to lake a recess until 7:30 p. m 
Kellogg 
appealed from the decision of the Chair, but the 
President declined to entertain the appeal, because 
the motion was being put on tbe question of taking 
a recess. The motion to take a recess was lost. 
At 5:20 P. m. the Senate ad juurued. 
The Assembly met at 10 a. m , Speaker La Rue in 
the chair. 
Atwell presented the following petition, bearing 
3C6 nam es: 
lo the honorable Legislature of the State of Cali­ 
fornia at Sacramento city assembled : We, the un­ 
dersigned citizens of Tulare county, Slate of Cali­ 
fornia, most respectfully represent to your honor­ 
able body : That Tulare county is one oi the most 
extensively irrigated sections in the State; that 
water and irrigation is the life o* the county : that 
without it the county is a barren waste and useless; 
that tht re are large sec ions of our county where 
the settlers have exppnded nearly all their worldly 
possessions iu tbe cjnstruction of canal systems for 
the purpose of watering the country, ana building 
uo bonus for our inhabitants; that by reasons 
of

of 
tho 
Courts 
upon 
riparian 
rights, 
the 
leading 
interests 
and 
paramount rights of our citizens are jeopardized, 
and without legislation we are 
homeless. 
In 
view of these f wts, we most earnestly petition the 
Legislature now assembled to immediately p *»s 
some bill upon irrigation, relieving us from our 
present condition, and guing tis greater assurance 
in the future cf the security of our interests and 
the preservation of our homes. 
Believing, as wo 
do, that the right of petition is sacred, and confi­ 
dently hoping and expecting from the hands of the 
present Legislature a law upon the questiou of irri­ 
gation that will finally settle the matter. And we 
wiri ever pray, etc. 
Several committees made reports. 
Atwell introouced a bill for the protection of the 
forests at the head of tbe natural water-conreos and 
the construction of reservoirs for impounding the 
waters in time of plenty, so that they can be used 
iu time of scarcity tor irrigating purposes. 
Johnston introduced the fol owing concurrent res­ 
olution : 
Whereas, the waters of the State are the common 
property anrt inbertacce of the citizens thereof, and 
the navigable waters are a trust in the hands of the 
State, to be forever maintained in that condition as 
common highways, free to all the citizens of the State 
&iul of the United otates. Tuerefore, 
Resolved by the Assembly, the Senate concurring, 
Tnat the use of the navigable rivers or their tribu­ 
taries a« places of deposit for refuse matter from hy­ 
draulic mines or other matter or substances, whereby 
t eir channels are filled up or destroyed, is inimical 
to the public welfare, cout ary to souncl policy, and 
if continued, will obliterate the channels of our riv­ 
ers, destro) ing them as drainage of the valleys or 
for navigation, rum our bays anu harbors, and bring 
irremeai&l lo.*s t j the State. 
Placed on file. 
Campbell introduced the tax levy MIL 
Irwin introduced a bili providing that when a re­ 
ceiver H appointed and takes possession of a rail­ 
road which had been in operation prior thereto, the 
receiver shall continue the operation of the road, 
and if he fails to do so for a period of thirty days 
the Court thBl remove him from such office. 
Other bilis of minor importance were introdnced. 
Booth m -ved that each o d-numbered Senatorial 
district elect a Senator at the gener*l election in 
1SS4, and that each even-numbered district electa 
Senator at the election m 188G. 
Johnston moved r.sa substitute that no Senatore 
be elected until 13SG. when one should be elected 
from each Senatorial district. 
I he substitute was ad* pted by a vote of 46a^es 
to 23 noes. 
Alter rccefs the apportionment bill was again 
tak- n up, the question being on the engrossm nt cf 
the bill. 
Whaiton, Hyan, Bam , LaRue aod Brown 
spoke against the bill as unju¿t. Wharton expressed 
a doubt aa to whether this Legislature had a right 


to make an apportionment. He said that the Con­ 
stitution provided that the apportionment must be 
made at the first session of the Legislature after the 
taking cf the census. That not having been done, 
it was a grave question as to whether any appor­ 
tionment could be made until aftur the taking of the 
census in 1890. 
The bill was finally ordered engrossed. 
^ e a ’ A. B 356, amending sections of the Po­ 
le repealing Section 2534, and adding a 
ion relative to the j-owtrs, duties and sal- 
W i the Board of State Harbor Commissioners, 
was taken up on the special file and read the second 
time, without material amendment, ordered en­ 
grossed and to a third reading. 
Weaver’s A. B. 331, conferring further powers 
upon the Board of Slate Haibor Commissioners, was 
also read the eccond time. The substitute was 
adopted and ordtred engrossed and to a third read­ 
ing. 
Coleman moved that the two preceding bills be 
made a special order for Friday, at 2 p. m. Carried. 
The appropriation bill was next considered. 
An unsuccessful attempt was made to reduce the 
salaries of certain deputies in the State offices. 
On motion of Cutter the appropriation for the 
deaf, dumb and blind was reduced from $10,000 to 
$20,000. 
Flynn of San Francisco had the appropriation for 
the State Prison at San Quentin cut dowui from $50,­ 
000 per annum to 130,000. 
At 5:30 the House adjourned to 10 a. m. to-day.

tions of §20, §50 and §100 became so press­ 
ing that §13,570,000 of these certificates 
were sent back to W ashington to have Mr. 
Aoton's fac simile signature printed on 
them. 
Mr. Acton signed §2S0,000 of the 
§20 certificates, §450,000 of the §50, and 
§000,000 of the §100. 
The shrinkage of Lake Constance, in 
Switzerland, owing to the extraordinary 
dryness of the past winter, has bronght to 
light many interesting relics. Among them 
there are bone and flint implements, har­ 
poons, pottery, many specimens of which 
are intact, clubs, baskets, arrows, field 
tools and animal remains. 
Among the lat­ 
ter are skeletons of the bear, the bison and 
the moor-hen. 
The discovery also includes 
a considerable quantity of oats and wheat 
in a good state of preservation, and a re­ 
markably perfect and artistically executed 
stag-horn harpoon. 
The relics have all 
been removed to Frauenfeld, and added to 
the collection of the local historical and 
natural history society, which is now the 
richest in lacustrine objects in the Helvetic 
Confederation.

GENERAL AGENT UK ÍH 5 ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


This gentleman h>» the general executive 
control of both the New York and Western 
Associat'd Press, one result cf the recently 
effected and harmnuiaui co-operation of these 
agencies. His place of business is in New 
York, the headquarters far the now virtually 
united associations. 
Mr. Smith is an experi­ 
enced journalist, and has earred considerable 
reputation as an au’kor. He was born in 
Columbus couoty, New York, from whence 
his parents removed to Ohio when he waB 
very young. While a student he attracted 
attention as the author of an article which 
dealt severe blows at the principles of the 
Know Nothing party. After graduation he 
took charge of a weekly newspaper published 
in Cincinnafi, in the colnrr-.ns of which he 
supported the candidature of Salmon P. 
Chase, the nominee of the nascent Repub­ 
lican party, for the Governorship of Ohio, 
and his work assisted considerably in the ex­ 
pulsion of Know Nothingism ti >-u the party 
destined to lead in maintaining the integrity 
of the U n’on. 
After serving au engagement 
on the Cincinnati Commercial, he became an 
editorial writer on the Gazette, published in 
the same city. He was appointed private 
secretary to the Governor of Ohio in the 
year 1863. 
In 1864 he was elected Secretarv 
of Stale for Ohio by a majority of 60,000 
votes. In 1868 be resigned official and re­ 
sumed newspaper work, as ore of the found­ 
ers of the Cincinnati Chronicle, an evening 
paper, which was consolidated with the Times 
the next year. When this was effected Mr. 
Smith became general agent of the Western 
Associated Press. In this capacity he re­ 
moved the headquarters of the organization 
from Cleveland to Chicago, and administered 
with very remarkable sagacity and success. 
President Hayes appointed Mr. Smith Col- 
lectnr of Customs for the port of Chicago ¡d 
1877, a position which he held untii after the 
in .ugaratiou cf President Arthur. His-1'St. 
Clair Papers,' a work in two quarto vol­ 
umes, givis the early hiBtory of Ohio and of 
the country west of the Alleghany moun­ 
tains, in an exh austive form, going back to 
the firai settlement ot the region. The in­ 
dustrious author ia now at work on a book 
which wili preacnt the hist :ry of the period 
in which the Constitution was originated, 
made, passed and accepted by the States.
